Canadians are concerned by Honourable David Eby's 

BILL 20 - 2021 ACCESS TO SERVICES (COVID-19) ACT 

As written, this bill is alarmingly vague and threatens potentially serious infringement of Canadian's 
Constitutional rights to freedom and security. In that, “Crown land” and “private land” and “arrest 
without warrant” is far-reaching and questionable wording. Which “Crown land” does this bill refer to? 
We want clarification before this bill is accepted. Will someone walking their dog be arrested? Day 
hikers? Campers? Boaters, since all water in and around Canada is owned by “the Crown” in situ? 
Being that approximately 90% of all land in Canada is known as “Crown lands”, and the remainder is 
“private lands”, this bill obviously intends to place into law the right to “arrest without warrant” 
anyone, anywhere, that is designated an “access protected zone.” 


Of further concern, does this bill imply that protests anywhere are being made illegal, since ALL lands 
are either “Crown lands” or “private lands”? This is an infringement of Canadian's Constitutional 
Rights. “Participating in a gathering” and protesting government is a Constitutional right. 


The claim that if someone “says anything” of concern is also an outright infringement of Canadian's 
Constitutional right to freedom of speech. This bill is allegedly written to ensure uninfringed access to 
public and private buildings in the event of protest, however, we do not see those ends clearly reflected 
in this bill, instead infringement of rights. 


In the past 2 years government has over-stepped their authority on Canadians with the mandatory 
masking, vaccination and vaxpassports. Canadians are not “racist, anti-vaxxers” with “nothing better to 
do” - Canadians are outraged and have suffered greatly due to this government overreach. It is a 
Constitutional right to refuse medical procedures. It is the Legislatures duty to clarify bills and consider 
the Canadian Constitution so as not to further alienate citizens of Canada. 


It has come to our attention that this bill and the governments previous disregard for the Canadian 
Constitution hints of foreign interference. Outright violations of Canadian laws and values continues, in 
that, any official who is involved with foreign organizations are in direct conflict of interest and breach 
of trust, and continuing to hold office in foreign organizations such as the World Economic Forum is an 
indictable offense. 


It is understandable that Canadians are questioning the integrity of their public institutions in light of 
these serious violations by our government of our Canadian Constitution and Bill of Rights. We take 
this bill very seriously and demand clarification on the wording of this bill. 

Your petitioners respectfully request that the Honourable House to exhibit decorum and correct 
this Bill so that it in line with the Constitution of Canada and the Bill of Rights.
